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WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The  House 
Armed  Services  Committee  breathed  new 
life  into  the  volunteer  Army  concept 
Monday  by  approving  a $2.7  billion 
military  pay  increase  three  times  more 
expensive  than  President  Nixon’s  request. 

The  committee  added  the  pay  boost  to 
a bill  extending  the  draft  for  two  years 
and  giving  Nixon  the  authority  to  end 
undergraduate  deferments. 

The  pay  increase  brought  raves  from 
House  members  hoping  to  end  the  draft 
with  an  all-volunteer  Army,  but  it  may  be 
opposed  by  the  Nixon  administration 
which  had  planned  to  spend  funds  to 
raise  the  pay  of  enlisted  men  50  per  cent 
starting  July  1 . 

“For  the  first  time  in  the  modern  era  a 
congressional  committee  has  recognized 
the  direct  connection  between 
conscription  and  inadequate  military 
compensation,”  said  Reps.  Spark 
Matsunaga,  D-Hawaii,  and  William  S. 
Steiger,  R-Wis.,  strong  backers  of  an 
all-volunteer  armed  force. 

The  committee  on  a 26  to  14  vote 


agreed  to  combine  into  one  year  the  pay 
and  volunteer  allowance  increases  that 
Nixon  planned  to  stretch  over  two  years  until 
mid-1 973  when  the  administration  hopes 
to  achieve  a zero  draft  call.  It  sent  the  bill 
to  the  floor  on  a 36  to  4 margin. 

The  bill  considerably  reforms  the 
Selective  Service  Act  including: 

• Abolishment  of  divinity  student 
exemptions.  There  are  an  estimated 
1 7,000  men  entering  seminary  each  year. 

• Extend  the  term  of  nonmilitary  duty 
of  conscientious  objectors  from  two  years 
to  three.  The  extra  year  is  in  lieu  of 
reserve  duty  required  of  soldiers  after 
active  duty. 

• Give  Nixon  authority  to  end 
undergraduate  deferments  in  accordance 
with  his  announcement  that  students 
with  a deferment  issued  after  April  23, 
1970  would  be  eligible  for  the  draft. 

• Reduce  the  age  of  a person  eligible 
to  serve  on  a draft  board  from  21  to  18 
and  limit  term  of  service  to  15  years 
instead  of  25  with  the  maximum  age  of  a 
board  member  65.

American  pilots  destroyed  nine  tanks  and 
damaged  a tenth. 

The  size  of  South  Vietnam’s  task  force 
still  in  Laos— 24,000  men  at  the  height  of 
the  campaign  to  cut  the  Ho  Chi  Minh 
Trail-was  down  to  between  8,000  and 
10,000  troops.  Military  sources  said  the 
offensive  was  in  “the  withdrawal  phase” 
and  U.S.  helicopter  crews  described  some 
South  Vietnamese  units  being  flown  out 
as  “disorganized.” 

The  main  body  of  South  Vietnamese  was 
retreating  out  of  Laos  on  Highway  9,  the 
route  which  had  served  as  the  axis  for  the 
Saigon  offensive  which  began  Feb.  8. 

Military  sources  said  the  American 
mission  at  this  point  was  to  keep  Highway 
9 open  “so  that  South  Vietnamese  troops 
can  get  out.”  The  heaviest  action  reported 
Monday  occurred  along  the  highway  as 
North  Vietnamese  units  pressed  a counter 
offensive.  Field  reports  said  a North 
Vietnamese  column  of  21  tanks  speeding 
east  on  Highway  9 toward  the  South 
Vietnamese  border  threw  up  a curtain  of 
antiaircraft  fire  which  hit  a U.S.  Air  Force 
FlOOjet  fighter-bomber. 

Gregory  Fleming  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  the 
pilot  of  an  AH1  Cobra  helicopter  gunship, 
said  the  FI 00  “blew  up  in  the  air”  in  an 
explosion  that  apparently  killed  the 
American  at  the  controls. 

Fleming  said  attacks  by  the  FI 00  and 
other  aircraft  destroyed  nine  of  the  tanks 
and  damaged  a 10th. 

The  communist’s  tanks  were  pursuing  a 
South  Vietnamese  column  of  nearly  100 
tanks  and  armored  personnel  carriers  which 
was  reportedly  stalled  on  Highway  9.  It 
was  bringing  up  the  rear  of  the  main  South 
Vietnamese  task  force. 

Fleming  said  that  about  75  minutes  after 
the  intitial  U.S.  air  attack  at  3 p.m.,  the 
Communist  armor  had  slowed  to  about  25 
mph  and  was  about  five  miles  behind  the 
South  Vietnamese  column  which  was 
situated  inside  Laos  about  two  miles  from 
the  frontier. 

An  advance  by  the  Communist  tanks  on 
the  same  course  would  bring  them  within 
range  of  U.S.  artillery  and  tanks  massed 
along  the  border.

At  last  Thursday’s  forum 
assembly,  Dr.  Roger  Hilsman,  an 
undersecretary  of  state  in  the 
Kennedy  Administration,  claimed 
that  a coalition  government  in 
South  Vietnam  “has  better 
chances  of  working  than 
Vietnamization.” 

Hilsman,  who  is  now  a professor 
of  government  at  Columbia  Univ., 
also  claimed,  “We  (Americans)  are 
thoroughly  hated,”  by  the 
Vietnamese. 

Taking  issue  with  these  two 
points  is  BYU  Student 
Nguyen-van-Thanh  from  South 
Vietnam.  Thanh,  a student  in  the 
MPA  program,  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Saigon  and  then  was 
appointed  as  a deputy  district 
chairman  in  one  area 
approximately  eight  miles  from 
Saigon. 


A South  Vietnamese  district  is 
the  equivalent  of  a U.S.  county 
and  is  headed  by  a member  of  the 
military  and  administered  by  a 
civilian.  There  were  some  150,000 
people  in  the  district  administered 
by  Thanh. 

Thanh  also  served  in  the 
military  for  six  years,  achieving 
the  rank  of  lieutenant. 

Both  in  his  civilian  and  military 
roles  he  came  in  contact  with  U.S. 
military  personnel  and  U.S. 
advisors. 

Thanh  wrote  the  following 
article  because,  “I  have  some 
reaction  to  Dr.  Hilsman’s 
statement  about  the  coalition  for 
Vietnam,  and  the  fact  that  he 
said,  ‘we  are  thoroughly  hated.’ 

“I  don’t  think  his  statement,  by 
itself,  could  make  BYU  students 
misunderstand  the  South 
Vietnamese,  but  I think  that  some 
clarifications  might  be  necessary 
to  make  BYU  students  know  the 
true  feeling’  of  the  Vietnamese.” 


From  the  standpoint  of  an 
Asian  student,  especially  one  from 
Vietnam,  we  have  never 
considered,  for  ourselves,  the 
possibility  to  advocate  a coalition 
to  resolve  the  political  problem  in 
South  Vietnam  despite  the  fact 
that  this  solution  has  been 
advocated  by  many  impatient 
people  who  want  to  quickly 
resolve  the  Vietnam  war.  I don’t 
think  I am  subjective  in 
mentioning  this  problem  because  I 
can  base  my  opinions  not  only  on 
historical  events  but  personal 
experience.  I have  witnessed  the 
communist  menace  as  well  as 
communist  tactics  to  terrorize  our 
people.  Many  friends  of  mine  who 
were  born  in  North  Vietnam  had 
to  move  to  South  Vietnam  to 
escape  from  the  communist 
control.  I was  not  under  then- 
control  in  the  North  but  I have 
seen  their  terrorized  actions  in 
South  Vietnam. 

I would  like  to  give  some 
personal  opinions  about  Dr.  Roger 
Hilsman’s  statement.  During  the 
period  he  held  his  official 
position,  I wonder  how  many 
times  he  went  to  Vietnam;  for 
how  long  he  was  there;  how  many 
people  he  contacted  and  what 
kind  of  people  he  communicated 
with?  I would  like  to  know  what 
inputs  he  used  to  transfer  into 
outputs  when  he  said  “We  are 
thoroughly  hated?” 

Do  you  people  think  the 
anti-war  demonstrators  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  in  New  York, 
and  in  California  represent  the 
entire  population  of  200  million 
people  in  the  United  States?  I 
don’t  think  so.  Nor  do  I think 
that  some  pictures  taken  by 
photographers  in  my  country,  or 
banners  and  demonstrations 
handled  by  some  minority 
factions  having  political  ambitions 
in  Vietnam,  make  me  believe  that 
the  American  people  “are 
thoroughly  hated.” 

The  population  of  South 
Vietnam  is  about  17  million,  of 
which  about  two  million  are  in 
Saigon  City.  Two  thirds  of  this 
population  is  scattered  in  the 
countryside  throughout  the 
country.  In  the  anti-American 
demonstrations,  one  can  easily 
estimate  the  small  number 
attending  and  the  fact  that  many 
of  them  are  very  young  people 
from  12  to  16,  17  years 
old  . . . and  unemployed.  They 
were  motivated  by  what  they 
thought  was  nationalism,  but  they

However,  we  must  recognize  the 
fact  that  some  intolerant  actions 
of  a few  American  soldiers  in 
South  Vietnam  have  made  a small 
number  of  South  Vietnamese 
people  dissatisfied.  For  example, 
some  people  have  been  injured  or 
killed  by  U.S.  military  vehicles. 
When  this  has  happened,  the 
driver  has  failed  to  stop.  The 
anti-government  people,  the 
communist,  the  newspapers, 
exploit  such  actions  with  various 
intentions.  I think  these  actions 
should  be  avoided  to  improve  the 
relationship  between  the  United 
States  and  Vietnam. 

In  most  localities  where  I have 
served  the  people  as  deputy 
district  chairman,  they  have 
expressed  good  feelings  toward 
the  U.S.  advisors,  the  American 
Civic  Action  teams  and  the  GI’s. 

At  BYU,  we  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  contact  many 
American  students  who  have  been 
in  our  country.  They  expressed 
their  liking  and  their  sympathy 
for  the  South  Vietnamese  people. 

Dr.  Ray  C.  Hillam,  chairman  of 
the  Political  Science  Dept.,  and 
other  faculty  members  at  BYU, 
who  have  been  in  Vietnam  for  a 


Another  clarification  of  what 
Dr.  Hilsman  said  is  that  the 
Vietnamese  people  never  think  of 
the  problem  of  black  and  white 
between  the  French  and  them.  We 
distinguish  the  French  people  and 
French  Government.  We  deplore 
the  French  attitude  concerning 
peace  negotiations  but  we  do  not 
hate  the  French.  We  also 
differentiate  between  Colonialism 
and  allied  assistance.  Most  of  the 
Vietnamese  people  are  honest, 
warm-hearted  and  forgiving. 

Returning  to  the  coalition 
solution;  we  think  that  it  cannot 
be  successful  in  South  Vietnam 
because  of  the  following  reasons: 

The  history  of  Vietnam  in  1946 
proved  the  failure  of  a coalition 
solution  with  the  formation  of  a 
coalition  government  (Noi-cac 
Lien-Hiep  Khang-Chien)  which 
consisted  of  Viet-Minh 
(Indo-China  Communist),  and 
Viet-Nam  Quoc-Dan  Dang, 
Dong-Minh-Hoi  (Nationalist). 
Viet-Minh  used  temporary  tactics 
to  eliminate  its  rivals. 

The  recent  experience  of  the 
coalition  of  Laos  in  1962  cast  a 
shadow  of  failure  over  the 
coalition  solution  for  South 
Vietnam. 

We  think  that  the  communist 
aggression  never  stops.  They  can 
accept  a long  period  blood  war 
and  use  any  means  to  attain  their 
goals.  They  have  never  vacated  the 
territory  they  have  occupied 
without  being  forced.  When  they 
are  defeated  in  the  military  field, 
they  continue  psychological  and 
political  struggles. 

The  other  conditions  leading  to 
rejection  of  the  coalition  solution 
are:  In  the  coalition  regime,  at

One  of  the  musical  monuments 
of  the  19th  century, 
Mendelssohn’s  “Elijah,”  will  be 
presented  Thursday,  March  25,  as 
part  of  the  Third  Annual  Mormon 
Festival  of  Arts  at  BYU. 

Performing  the  dramatic 
oratorio  based  on  the  life  of  the 
Old  Testament  prophet  will  be  the 
143-member  BYU  Oratorio  Choir 
and  the  BYU  Philharmonic 
Orchestra,  conducted  by  Dr.  John 
R.  Halliday.  Tickets  are  available 
at  the  HFAC  Ticket  Office,  for 
the  8:15  p.m.  performance  in  the 
de  Jong  Concert  Hall. 

Felix  Mendelssohn  composed 
“Elijah”  for  the  Birmingham 
Festival  in  1846,  and  personally 
conducted  the  premiere.  The 
magnificent  choral  lyricism 
combined  with  the  inherent 
drama  of  the  King  James  text, 
brought  an  overwhelming 
audience  response  and  lasting 
popularity  to  the  work. 

Beginning  with  Elijah’s  decree 
of  a three-year  drought,  the 
oratorio  traces  his  confrontation 
with  the  priests  of  Baal,  the 
conflict  with  King  Ahab  and  his 
notorious  wife  Jezebel,  and  his 
exile  in  the  wilderness  and 
translation  into  heaven. 

Mendelssohn  gives  a musical 
portrayal  of  the  great  Hebrew 
prophet  as  “a  man  strong  and 
zealous,  full  of  bitterness  and 
scorn,  the  antagonist  of  the 
rabble,  yet  born  aloft  on  the 
wings  of  angels.” 

The  BYU  Oratorio  Choir 
specializes  in  large  concert  works, 
receiving  widespread  attention  last 
fall  for  the  world  premiere  of 
Vaclav  Nehlybel’s  “Dies  Ultima,” 
also  performed  with  the 
nationally  recognized  BYU 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Ralph  G. 
Laycock.  For  the  March  25 
“ Elijah”  concert,  eight  student 
soloists  will  be  featured.

Scott  Card  admits  he  likes  his  play 


Entitled  “La  Guerre  des 
Boutons”  (The  War  of  the 
Buttons),  it  is  a French  film  with 
English  subtitles.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  the  film  comes  when 
one  side  launches  a major  attack 
and,  with  a stroke  of  ingenuity, 
they  do  it  sans  buttons— sans 
everything,  in  fact.  The  wave  of 
nude  warriors  surprises  and 
dumbfounds  the  enemy  and  ends 
in  a manner  that  has  to  be  seen.

Nineteen-year-old  playwright 
Orson  Scott  Card  unabashedly 
admits  he  likes  his  own  play. 
Referring  to  “The  Apostate,”  a 
religious  drama  depicting  the 
rebellion  and  subsequent 
conversion  of  Alma  the  Younger 
and  the  four  sons  of  Mosiah,  Card 
calls  the  work  a “tight,  artistic 
piece,  but  not  the  epitome  of 
good  art.” 

“I’ve  never  before  seen  a play 
that  had  no  bed  actors,”  he 
remarked,  highly  lauding  the 
performances  of  the  play’s  cast. 
While  admitting  some  mistakes 
which  have  been  made  during 
performances,  Card  praised  “good 
characterizations,  good 
acting-good  everything”. 

“The  Apostate”  is  the  first  of  a 
trilogy  which  includes  the  as  yet 
unpenned  “The  Sons  of  Mosiah,” 
the  story  of  the  converted  sons’ 
missions  to  the  Lamanites  and  the 
half-completed  “Amulek.”  In 
“Amulek”  Card  says  he  is 
experimenting  with  the  Greek 
chorus  form.  This  work  will  be 
completely  scored  by  his  cousin 
Mark  Park,  a concert  pianist. 

True  to  his  play wrighting 
professor’s  predictions,  Card’s 
first  three  plays  followed  the 
novice  patterns  of  “anti-heroes, 
horrible  mad  scenes  or  some  kind 
of  perversions.”  Chuckling,  he 
calls  his  second  and  soon  to  be 
produced  play  “In  Flight”  a 
“perversion  play.” 


Taken  basically  from  Fourth 
Nephi,  this  drama  is  a “make  up” 
story  of  people  caught  up  in  a 
political  situation  — not 
particularly  religious,  the  author 
adds. 

A versatile  and  prolific  author, 
Card  has  dropped  out  of  BYU 
after  absorption  in  his  writing  sent 
his  McKay  Scholarship  level 
3. 6 -plus  average  diving  to  new 
lows.  He  now  anticipates  being 
called  on  a mission  this  summer 
along  with  his  friend  Robert 
Stoddard  who  is  scoring 
“Iscariot,”  Card’s  biggest  dramatic 
effort  which  depicts  the  life  of 
Judas. 

Born  in  Washington,  Card  says 
he  has  been  happiest  in  Utah

Railpax  incorporators, 
acknowledged  the  new 
corporation  would  likely  run  a 
deficit  of  $100  million  in  its  first 
year  of  operation  and  a 
spokesman  said  it  was  too  early  to 
tell  when  Railpax  might  be  able  to 
make  a profit. 

There  are  285  passenger  trains 
now  and  the  Railpax 
announcement  meant  that  101  of 
them  would  stop  running  May  1. 


The  United  States  had  20,000 
passenger  trains  running  in  the 
peak  year  of  1929. 

“We  are  taking  the  best 
equipment-some  1,500  out  of 
3,300  existing  railroad  passenger 
cars- operated  by  22  different 
railroads,”  Kendall  said.
